25, 2022 adjourned from January 18, 2022. 

Present:  Supervisors Durby, Smith, and Jensvold

There was discussion regarding the American Rescue Plan grant. 

On a motion by Durby and seconded by Jensvold the Supervisors moved to 
approve the minutes for the January 18, 2022 Board Meeting and approve the agenda 
for January 25, 2022.  All voted aye.  Motion carried.

On a motion by Durby and seconded by Jensvold the Supervisors moved to extend the 
Covid-19 policy for another month. All voted aye. Motion carried.

including plowing.  Terry Durby, Supervisor discussed an unsafe Level B Road. 

 On a motion by Smith and seconded by Jensvold the Supervisors moved to 

approve the amended the job description and hourly wage for the Assistant Maintenance 

Superintendent position. All voted aye.  Motion carried. 

Kris Oswald, Drainage Clerk discussed drainage matters.  

On a motion by Smith and seconded by Durby the Supervisors moved to approve 

the liquor license for the Super Bowl.  All voted aye.  Motion carried. 

On a motion by Durby and seconded by Jensvold the Supervisors moved to 

approve the following Auditor’s transfers: #3857 from Rural Basic to Secondary Roads 

for $22,037.65; #3858 from Rural Basic to Winnebago County Fair Association for 

$834.91; #3859 from General Basic to Secondary Roads for $187.46; and #3860 from 

General Basic to Winn-Worth Betco for $12,059.50.  All voted aye.  Motion carried. 

There was discussion regarding funding Emergency Medical Services (EMS).  

Iowa Code section 422D allows for a tax of .75 per $1000 of valuation for EMS services.  

This must be brought to a vote.  There will be a public hearing regarding this on February 

16, 2022 at 6:00 PM at NSB Bank in the Community Room.
